bed and took refugo In n. clothes closet, 
leaving the girl to face ner parents, and 
to ask them sarcastically to "look under 
the bed."

It 
was spoken of by Detective Richard Mc- 
Sorley. who explained to tho court that 
Patrick had told him that Mrs. Patrick 
had Informed liim of boasts made to her 
by tho physician of his hypnotic influ- 
ence. 
The statement attributed to Dr. 


Byron came as third-hand hearsay evi- 
dence, and was not even made a point of 
by tho defense. 
"Patrick told me that his wife had told 


him that sho had convorsed wlfli 
Dr. 


£?yron over the telephone. In these con- 
servations ho is said to have told Tier 
that he had hypnotic influence, could hyp- 
notise any woman in Oakland and make 
her do his -bidding.

soever; but either the mother or father 
will be permitted, in the presence of 
the Sister- Superior, or anyone that she 
may delegate to represent her, to see 
this child at such times as the Sister 
Superior may deem proper. 


"I -will leave the entire charge and cus- 


tody and control of this child, and as to 


I whom she shall see, and as to who shall j 
see her, and as to the hours when she 


i shall bo seen, to the Bisters Superior of 
'the Convent of the Holy Names. And I 
want .to say to the father and mother,' I 
know nothing about this case, but that 
if this Court should hear of either of 
you. or anyone representing you, inter- 
fering with tills child, or the custody 
of her, or. doing anything improper, or 
anything that would imperil her rights 
in any way,, or the rights of either of the 
parents in any way, that that matter will 
bo dealt with very severely by this Court.

A few minutes later the little 
girl over whom all the controversy is 
about was brought In by Sister Superior 
Mary Bertha and another Sister 
and 
taken direct to the Judge's chambers. 
She did not .sea her mother nor did the 
latter see her child. 
The last of the 
principals- to arrival was Jennison, 
the 


father. 
Ha was accompanied by Attor- 
neys W. H. Williamson and H. A. Dib- 
ble of the San Francisco law frm 
of 


Morrison, Dunne & Brobeck. 
Neither ^Mrs. Johnson nor her estranged 


husband would discuss tneir troubles in 
any manner,' although the former did deny 
most emphatically a story published this 
morning in a San Francisco paper to the 
effect that yesterday she arew a revolver 
to shoot her husband. 


BRANDS IT A LIE. 


"That story. is a lie, manufactured out 


of whole cloth, With an my bitterness 
toward Mr. Jennison I have not reached 
the point where murder ts in m y heart. 
All I want Is my child. T nen he can go 
his way arid I will go mine." 
Jennison was asked about the alleged 


attempt to. shoot him.

the latter burst Into tears and essayed

"About that time a -woman entered 


the place, whom Patrick introduced as ihs 
wife.

DR. BYRON TESTIFIES. 


The visit to th"o room required less 
than forty minutes, but the'court found 
it difficult to obtain Information as to 
what had taken place there. Dr.. Byron 
was fSrst placed on the stand to obtain 
this information. 
The physician has been out of the 
hospital but a, short time, and looked 
weak. Hia face was pale, and ho showed 
some nervousness. It was with a pain- 
ful effort that he raised his right hand 
to take the oath, and at every answer 
he gasped and placed'his hand over his 
heart near the wound, as though breath- 
Ing gave him pain. 
He stated that he was a physician and 
surgeon with offices in the Sherman &• 
Clay building, a married man. with a 
wife and child residing at S34 Shatter 
avenue. He stated that, to the best of 
his knowledge he had seen Patrick but 
once, and that' that -was when the man 
was brought to the receiving Hospital 
after the stabbing for purposes o£ Iden- 
tification. 
Dr. Byron found great difficulty in re- 


membering the 
circumstances 
of the 


night of tha kniflngr, being unable to rec- 


torney and the girl followed him ito the 
streets in company with the Sisters. 
Ever since her arrival here from the 
Bast Mrs. Jennison has done her best 
to shun publicity and has repeatedly re- 
fused to ba photographed for publica- 
tion. When she reached the courthouse 
this morning she found, herself menaced 
by a veritable battery of photographers 
and did her'bast to shun them. 
She-re- 
mained .with her attorney and lady com- 
panion' in the dark lower corridor of the 
building for more than half an hour' a£- 
ter the court proceedings to keep out 
of range of the cameras. Finally the ex- 
citement became more than she could 
stand and she fainted. 
When she re- 
vived she went until the arrival of a 
taxlcab to take her awa3'. In the mean- 
time the camera men stood guard over 
all of the entrances to the courthouse, 
fearful that she would try to get away 
unobserved by a back door and then 
when it was announced that she was 
leaving to enter the taxi the photograph- 
ers grouped around the vehicle. 
Mrs. 
Jennison made her exit between her 
lawyer and lady companion and hiding 
her face completely In her handkerchief 
walked blindly to the taxi 
and, with 


bowed head. As she stepped inside the 
cameras 
clicked. Then the 
chauffeur 


whirled his load away to the Oakland 
ferry and "brought to an end an excit- 
ing hunt by camera men that drew a 
crowd of several hundred spectators. 


AFTER LONG CHASE. 


After 
trailing her tWrteen-year-old 


daughter from Bangor, Me., to various 
cities on the continent, Mrs. Jennison suc- 
ceeded in locating her lost child in .an 
Oakland convent. The chase has extended 
over a distance of 5000 miles and has been 
going on since the third of February. De- 
spair was In her heart, when she finally 
saw her daughter playing with the rest of 
the children in Sacred Heart convent. She 
immediately filed a. writ of habeas corpus 
In the supreme court. 
The Jennisons were separated 
nine 


years 
ago ' and 
little 
Alice Jennison 
was sent to live with her father's parents. 
Until last January all was well and Jen- 
nison, who Is a Bangor banker, provided 
for the child. 
Then the mother began 


proceedings to secure 
her custody, and 
papers were served accordingly. The hear- 
ing was set for February «. but two days 
before, Jennison 
disappeared with 
the 


•child. 


SETS OUT .IN PURSUIT. 


Taking her small savings that she had 
secured by working in * small library, 
she set out in pursuit for her daughter. 
Arriving in New York, she found that her j 
husband had taken passage for Galves- j 
ton, and again she followed. In Galveston 
she -was Informed that the two were on 
the way to California where her husband 
intended to place the child in a convent. 


Her- search in San Francisco gave her 


no clew, but. on searching in Oakland, she 
found the "girl in the convent of the Sa- 
cred Heart.

made her. -way to the offices of Morrison^. 
Dunne & Brobeck, where Attorney Wil- 
liam Smith, took up her case. 
'Smith 
claims tJiat the courts • of Matna have 
awarded the custody ot tha child to the 
mother. 


ollect .whether the'room ki which he was 
calling upon Miss Patrick was in dark- 
ness or not, or whether she had gone 
to bed. 


He was put through a painful cross- 


examination by Attorney Crosby, for Pat 
rt«k, in which he, admitted that he had 
flrst met the girl In his professional ca- 
pacity. Questions as to meetings between 
the, two prior to the night of the trouble, 
as to the theter parties and "Joy rides," 
were overruled by the court. 


"Did you call upon Miss Patrick at the

ORDERED TO ANSWER. 


Pie was ordered by the court to respond, 
and admitted that he haa disrobed. He 
also admitted stepping 
Into ,tho closet 
when the knock came at the door, but 
stated that when he came from the closet 
he could not tell how many people^ were 
present in the room. He recognized only 
Mrs. 
Patrick, whom he naa met before. 
Ethel Francis Patrick failed even more 
lamentably to recollect what had taken 
place. She saw her mother and father en- 
ter when she opened tha' door, and recol- 
lected nothing further. She said that she 
was "living- temporarily away from home" 
at the Alhambra hotel-at the time of the 
trouble. 
Frank O. Merryfleld garve the most com- 


plete account of the visit of the parents 
to their daughter's room. He said: 
"I was asked by Mrs. Patrick to come 


along- as a witness. When the door was 
opened, the room was in darkness. I lit 
a match to find the electric light switch, 
and turned on the lights. We began to 
look about the room, and she invited us 
to look under the bed. 


BYRON CAME.FROM CLOSET. 


"Then Patrick opened -the closet door. 


Dr. Byron was inside, sta.nding in the 
doorway with an overcoat on. I saw 
him and Patrick In a scuffle, then the 
two. separated, and I saw Patrick with 
the-knife in his hands with blood on it. 
Then Byron came out, and I saw that 
he had blood on his undereKirt and was 
wounded.

"I saw Patrick stand before Dr. By- 


ron and heard him tell the doctor to- look 
at him well, so that he would know 
him again.

SAT BESIDE MOTHER. 


Miss Patrick sat beside her mother 
during the examination, glancing down- 
ward when references .were made to the 
circumstances surrounding the case with 
reference to her relations with Dr By- 
ron. 
The physician did not glanc.b In 
her direction until he stepped from the 
witness stand and walked toward the 
door of the courtroom.' 
He looked di- 
rectly at her, but her eyes were directed 
toward the floor.

A moment after he had passed -within 
touching distance of her,' she looked 'up 
eagerly and watched him until he had 
left the room, apparently awaiting some 
fiance back or look of recognition.

James W. McNamara, tha man who is 


accused of being in reality the "J. B. 
Bryce" who actually placet! the dyna- 
mite which blaw up tha Times news- 
paper plant, was a sullen prisoner. His 
pallid and sallow face wrinkled Into a 
deep frown and his lips curled in a sneer 
when reporters <?ndeavored to gain ad- 
mittance to his compartment on the train 
today.

Both the President and Congress refrained from taking such a dan- 
gerous step. During the war of the rebellion of 1861-65 -the Fed- 
eral government insisted upon foreign non-interference. .The mem- 
ory of our domestic troubles at"that period have not wholly faded.

the friendly relations which have existed between tlie two .govern- 
ments since the close of the war of 1847, that whenever any .reason- 
able excuse was offered for such a coursfe the United:States would 
promptly use it to inaugurate another war of conquest against it. 
Recent events must have disabused-the minds of the Mexican na- 
tion, as a whole, of the error of its judgment and dissipated its. sus- 
picions.

Cface the Mexicans settle 


their differences, which they are now' in a fair way of .doing, they 
cannot fail to entertain a friendlier feeling and a higher respect for 
the American people, for positive proof has been given them during 
the last few weeks that the United States has .not and is not fixing

For the past -quarter of a century or more geologists have?b«en 


figuring how long the coal measures of'Great Britain and the. United 
States would last, and according to their estimates at the "present 
yearly output the end was practically in sight within a hundred 
years or so. Since then all of their expert deductions have been 
thrown into confusion, first, by the -utilization of water power as an 
inexhaustible source, of heat, light and power so long as' rain falls 
on the mountain ranges and the streams continue to flow, through 
its conversion into electric energy, and, secondly, through the dis- 
covery of new coal measures more extensive than those worked 
when their estimates were formed. 


In England, for example, within the past, decade it has-positive- 


ly been determined that below the chalk bed underlying the city of 
London, the county of Kent and the English Channel to the coast 
of France there exists a coalfield of greater extent than any now 
•being worked in the tight little island, which assures the life of coal 
production there for an indefinite period, and new sources of coal 
supply are now being discovered in the United States,-which give 
new life to the industry far beyond the estimated life of th-e coalr 
fields of Pennsylvania and other coal-producing States. Among 
these new discoveries is one in New Mexico which until recently 
was not suspected to be a coalfield. But the researches of the Geo- 
logical Survey there has induced the President, on the recommenda- 
tion" of the new Secretary of the Interior, to withdraw nearly a quar- 
ter million acres of public land from entry because the preliminary 
examination of the survey indicates that these lands contain valu- 
able coal deposits. 
Then again, the petroleum fields of the world 


are constantly expanding, and there is seemingly no limit to the pro- 
ductive capacity of those opened, particularly in California, where, 
until less than twenty years ago such source of cheap fuel supply 
•was limited to a small and insignificant area. 


These latter-day discoveries prove beyond question that the 


the limit of the earth's heat-producing capacity is infinitely beyond 
human conception.

amounts of $10 or more should be re- 
ported.

During the

the National Democratic 
Congressional 


Committee, a public document under the 
law, disclosed that nine-tenths

President Taft -wrote in part as fol- 
lows :

importance of the treaty with 


Japan, the conclusion of which you are 
assembled . to 
celebrate, 
cannot

gauged solely from the standpoint of its 
attractiveness commercially. 
The treaty 


as recently negotiated and ratified, is 
additional guarantee 
of- tho 
friendship 


which has so long existed between the 
two countries, a friendship so strong 
that we can well regard with compla- 
cence even the mischievous and mali- 
cious rumors so particularly circulated 
by friends of neither government and 
which utterly lack foundation In fact." 


DRINK TO EMPEROR. 


Secretary Knox proposed the health 


of tha Emperor of Japan, which 
was 


drunk 
amid shouts of "Banzai." 
Ha 


paid a tribute to the Japanese ambassa- 
dor and added 
tha-> the sentiment of 


mutual confidence and respect between 
him and Baron Uchida "inspired by his 
peculiar friendship of many years and 
Ills part in the recent, negotiations." 


Knox said that he welcomed compe- 


tition with Japan for the world's com- 
merce, and attacked as a fallacy the 
theory that the success in commerce is 
proportionate to the strength of argu- 
ments. 


Baron Uchida returned tha compliment 


-to Knox and characterized -war talk as 
"absurd, nonsensical and silly." He said 
in part: 


"Ton have, I believe, in KTaw Tork, a 


society for psychical research, which in- 
vestigates uncanny things. 
It would do 


the world a great service if it would un- 
ravel the mystery of this irrational, but 
persistent war talk, dispel this night- 
mare and execute this gossip." 


"It Is true that we have fought two 


disastrous wars, but we paid a most 
bloody ana costly fee to preserve our 
existence and to enter into the family 
of nations. 
We have experienced, the 


bitterness of warfare 
and in view of 


that experience we shall never reoeat 
it unless it Is unjustly forced upon" us. 


"No; 
my countrymen are 
essentially 


men of rjeace. 
How ridiculous then are 


the alarms periodically raised by the 
sensational press. 


"Our ambition is not to see our flag 


domin-ate the Pacific, but to see 
the 


firmament that arches over the ocean 
hung with the mingled splendors of the 
Stars and Stripes and the Sun flag of 
Japan." 


"I cannot imagine a state of mind of 


any American," -wrote Andrew Carnegie, 
"who does not hail Japan as our friend 
nor of any Japanese who does not love 
tha first Western friend he ever' had. 
All these rumors of. bad feeling between 
the two lands pass by me as idle winds."

play, which dealt with a rich, gentleman 
who was not popular with his family or 
friends, because he chose to mind hts own 
business in his own way.
